The effect of this 
meteor will be that the extent of the globe 
over which its light will fall will be visited 
by famine during the year, and a large 
number of the people inhabiting it will be 
destroyed, while vegetation will also be 
scanty.” With such consequences to ensue 
we trust sincerely that we may miss this 
grand sight and remain in secure twilight. 


Current Opinions. 
The New York World thinks that in the 
event of a fusion between the Democrats 
and the conservative Republicans the lat 
ter should be given all the nominations in 
those States which are now Radical. This 
is fair enough; but really we should be 
glad to see some active demonstrations 
from the conservative Republicans. ScHuRz 
is a good horse. But it takes more than 
one horse to make ateam. SUMNER and 
TRUMBULL are wanting to make the Schurz 
movement a thing of life and motion. In 
Ohio, for example, an organization, head- 
ed by Governor Cox and Sraniey Mar- 
THEWs, and indorsed and represented by 
the Cincinnati Commercial, could be made 
to win; andit is the only conceivable anti- 
Grant possibility in Ohio. Yet, thus far, 
it does not budge. Governor PALMER and 
the Chicago Tribune might do something 
in Illinois. But they give no sign. OF 
course it is an easy-going thing in States 
like Missouri, apd Tenpessee. Until 
there are more substantial tokens 
from the Republicans themselves, 
however, we can not honestly say 
that the scheme is very hopeful. To be 
sure, there is no knowing what a day may 
bring forth; and, as we have nothing to 
lose by taking all the chances of delay, we 
can aflord to look on, and discuss the situ- 
ation freely. But we must not deceive 
ourselves with false lights. It is more im- 
portant to put ourselves abreast with the 
age we live in, to send the fools to the 
rear for good and all, and get live and 
capable men in the lead, than anything 
else. To beat down that insane party 
spirit which would sacrifice the best inter- 
esta of the country to a mistaken notion 
about discipline is undoubtedly a serious 
duty. But it should be our care to pre- 
serve our morale sufficiently intact to hold 
its own against utter disorganization, so 
that, if the Scnvunz project fails, there may 
be a force left to resist the onward march 
of the one-man power. It has always been 
our opinion that a wise and liberal peace 
movement, founded in universal 
emancipation, and looking to gen- 
uine reunion and reform, is a ne 
cessity to the country, and, therefore, a 
prudent party measure. We indorse the 
Scuukz platform heartily. That which 
we are not yet able to confide in absolutely 
is the machinery which is to carry it out. 
We believe that such a ticket as CHARLES 
Francis Apams for President, and Gratz 
Brown for Vice-President, if supported 
by SumMNER and TrumBuLL, the Chicago 
Tribune and the Cincinnati Commercial, 
could be made to beat Grant. But we 
have no power to put it in the field, or to 
influence the course of the props needful 
to it. Kentucky will cast her electoral 
vote for the candidate most likely to win, 
the defeat of the Administration being re- 
garded as the one thing desired above all 
others. Kentucky, however, can do little 
more. As far as we are concerned we are 
willing to suck our thumb for the present, 
with the understanding that we may at any 
moment draw out the member and go to 
gouging.

3 Statistics. 

Superintendent Mu Lxn's report on the 
losses by the great conflagration in Chicago 
is an instructive paper and should be widely 
disseminated for the benefit of business 
men and property-holders in all cities. His 
report is limited to companies organized 
under the laws of New York, and is based 
upon sworn exhibits furnished by them, in 
response to inguiries propounded by him 
as insurance commissioner for the State. 

We learn that the losses sustained by 
sixty-three companies of that State amount 
to $20,724,457. Twenty of the companies 
have gone into liquidation, viz: tna, 
Astor, Atlantic, Beekman, Excelsior, Ful- 
ton, Irving, Lamar, Lorillard, Manhattan, 
Market, North American, Security, Wash- 
ington, Albany City, Capitol, Buffalo City, 
Buffalo Fire, Western and Yonkers. In 
many instances the losses of the remaining 
forty-three companies amounted to more 
than fifty per cent. of their gross assets, 
and aggregated, as we have said, to more 
than twenty millions of dollars. 

The loss of this vast sum will fall heavily 
on the holders of fire insurance stock in 
New York, and will no doubt be severely 
felt throughout the West. 

There were in all two hundred and fifty- 
four fire insurance companies that had 
risks in Chicago—two hundred and forty- 
nine American companies with aggregate 
capital of $75,000,000, and six English 
companies. The total loss of all com- 
panies engaged amounted to ninety mil- 
lions. 

Of the two hundred and fifty-four com- 
panies, fifty-seven have already suspended 
and gone into liquidation, and twenty 
eight have taken steps towards making up 
their respective deficiencies. Of the total 
loss, $90,000,000, the American companies 
sustained 682,621, 122.

Seventy-five Men Routed by One 
Details of the Attempted Lynch- 
ing at Brookville 


—_— 


Lively Reading. 


[From the Cincinnati Gazette, Nov. 2ist.} 
A dispatch from Brookville, Ind., pub- 
lished in 9 s Gazette, annonnced that 
an attempt was — ade, on Saturday night last, 
to lynch MeVonal Cheek, now confined in 
the jail at that ~ 4. for the murder of his 
father-in-law, Thomas , abouta year 
ago, From partics residing in Brookville, 
who were cognizant of the facts at the time 
they occurred, we have obtained the follow- 
ing particulars, which bear the impress of 
truth: 
About 12: 30 o'clock last Sunday morning a 
mob composed of some seventy-five or eighty 
residents of Aurora and Manchester entered 
Brookfield amd proceeded to the jail, for the 
urpose of hanging McDonald Cheek. They 
ad come in wagons, in two bodies, from dif- 
ferent directions, and, by preconc erted ar · 
range meut. met in the outskirts of the vil- 
lage, leaving their wagons about a mile out of 
town, in the timber on the west fork of the 
Whitewater. The persons composing the 
arty. were clad in great coats, reaching to the 
inee, and long capes. They were all masked, 
and seemed to be under command of a chie t 
whose orders were carried out so far as the 
urforseen diffienities in the way of their seif- 
imposed mission permitied. 
On their way to the. jail they ware encoun- 
tered by several citizens, who were promptly 
ordered into their houses, under penalty of 
death. To one who met them a short distance 
from the prison, and demurred to thefr. stern 
order, they said, “Ge back into your house 
you don’ t want to get shot. And to another 
who g te stloned them in regard to their er- 
rand, We dow’. want to hurt a: nybody here, 
but we are going to hang Check.“ 
Airiving at the jail, sledgehammers and 
crowbars were produe ed, and the work of 
breaking down the outers doors commenced. 
These were three in number, constructed of 
iron, and withstood the united efforts of the 
mob for some twenty minutes before an en: 
trance was forced. s the last door fell the 
party formed in military order, and, before 
catering, indulged in a little forinality, which, 
under the circumstances, seems slightly 
superfuous. The leader, standing at the en- 
trance, repeated the words: One, two, 
three, in goes he, and mapped inside, fallow: 

ed by bis companions, each one as he entered

Wrenching a post from the low bedstcad, 
from which he had just risen, he took his sta- 
tion near the door, and awaited the coming 
struggis. In spite of the awful erime tha 
brought him to a murderer's cell, one can not 
repress a sentiment of admiration for the 
0 S and courage with which he Fs ean 
to meet what seemed his inevitable 
The leader of the mob knocked on the door 
of the firet cell, in which was confined 4 
prisoner named Coulter, on a charge of mur- 
der. In answer to the Injuiry, ‘Who's 
Coulter replied, giving his name. 
Said the spokesman of the party: ‘‘We don't 
want you, Coulter; we are friends of yours. 
Where's Creek?“

The great war frigate looked as if she 
had passed through rough serviee, and 
although she was scrupulously clean inside, 
her masts and sides were covered with the 
stains of the weather and the salt water. Sev- 
eral men Were engaged in repainting her hull, 
and the carpenters were making some slight 
repairs on theinside. The Russian Admiral's 
Sox was flying from the foretop, and the na 

tional standard floated from her main-peak. 
As the Fletcher came to a stop, the sentries 
of the Svetiana haited and stood at present 
arms. A company of marines were drawn up 
in double-file along the quarter-deck, their 
bayonets being just visible over the bulwarks. 
rhe, Admiral’s launch, manned by fourteen 
2 seamen and commanded by an 
ntelligent — was rowed out 
to the Fletcher, and as they stopped 
under the lee-quarter the Russian 
Minister, who was standing on deck, ready to 
embark, gave a salutation in Russian, whieh 
waa re sponded to by all the marines together.

On descending into the cabin the diplomatic 
corps first saluted the Admiral, but when it 
came to paying the honors to Alexis, Mr. Cat- 
acazy could not restrain himself, and em- 
braced the young prince with much affeetion. 
The formal galutations being all over, the offi- 
cers, naval and diplomatic, began to con- 
verse frecly in Russian, the visitors mak- 
ing anxious inquiry concerning the voy- 
age. The Grand Duke did not wait to 
answer all these questions, but let the 
Admiral attend to his guests while he eagerly 
opened the letters from his father and other 
relatives. Having hastily opened some of 
them he entered into the conversation, and 
said he had long been anxious to see this 
time. * being asked whether he did not tire 
of the v rage and wish himself back again, 
he — fon no, not at all.

The proposed dental infirmary has for ks ob- 
ject the giving of proper dental surgical eid to 
the poor of the eity and neighborhood at a nom- 
inal expense, while also it will benefit the pro- 
fession by an interchange of knowledge through 
the opportunity given to witness each other's op- 
erations. The movement to establish an insti- 
tation of this kind was commenced about two 
months ago by the association, and when it is 
started the services of an efficient student to 
take charge of it will be secured. 

Professor Taft stated several facts to the 
meeting in connection with the dental profes- 
sion. One encouraging feature was that mem- 
bers were now getting anxious to secure some 
legislative organisation of the profession in the 
country to organize if nothing more, Many 
States were doing their best in that direction, 
and although formerly Pennsyivania had spoken 
sneeringly and tauntingly of Ohio for the pas- 
sage of a law regulating the profession, it had 
now changed ite opinion and was laboring for 
the passage of an act word for word like the 
Ohio one. He also spoke of the necessity of 
young men studying for the profession, 
having at least a good literary English educa- 
tion, and mentioned that a lack of this was the 
reason why several candidates for certificates 
in dentistry were rejected at their college. 
After instancing the tendency of young students 
to wish to begin practice at once, by going 
through studies quickly for diplomas, he repro- 
bated this practice and said he advised students 
to take time to perfect themselves. Some 
amount of classical knowledge should also be 
got by the student, so that in learning technical 
terms of physiology and pathology there would 
not be so much trouble. For American students 
of dentists he observed there was a good de- 
mand abroad, and it wasan encouraging proof 
of this that he had received a letter from Rome 
asking for a good dentist to come out from the 
States and establish himself there. He gave 
instances of American dentista who were 
pow located at Florence, Calais, Basle, and 
other places, and were making handsome incomes 

from the profession. Some of them wrote ask- 
ing for American students to go over to Europe 
to practice. One American dentist, Van Martyr, 
practising in Europe, not by any means at the 
head of the profession. was able to invest out 


of his income 36,000 or $6,000 yearly at home in 


the States. He insisted on the profitableness of 
studenta thoroughiy studying their profession, 
which would be the best for the public and pro- 
feasion, and also pecuniarily for the men, as 
those in the profession who possess the greatest 
attainments generally get the most money, all 
things else being equal. H thought there was 
very much improvement in the profession dur- 
ing the last fifteen or twenty years. The gen 
eral opinion of the Professor and members of 
the Association present seemed to be that, were 
the restrictions on the practice of dentistry 
more severe, a better class of men would be

NEW TOBACCO HOUSE. 


Foimal Opening of the Eleventh- 
Street Institution Vesterday. 

The new tobacco warehouse, corner Eleventh 
avd the caual, was formally opened yesterday 
under very favorable auspices. It ia a fine 
structure, two hundred feet deep by one hun- 
dred feet front, built at a cost of $10,000 by the 
Kentucky Tobacco Association. Five hundred 
hogsheads of tobacco cam be stored in it at one 
time. 

Twenty-nine hogsheads were sold yesterday at 
prices ranging trom $6 90 to $20. Mason county 
tobacco brought the bighest price. Mr. Apple 
gate, one of the pioneers of the trade, 
made the first sale. The gathering of stock 
holders, and buyers and sellers, and country 
people was very large and enthusiastic. The 
president of the association, Mr. Halladay, 
made a speech, in which he said that the stock- 
holders numbered at present 130, and represent- 
ed a capital of $15,000,000; that Mason county 
alone would send annually 1,500 bhds of tobacco 
tothe warehouse, which would be an increase 
of 75 per cent. upon previous consigaments. and 
that $09,000 had already been subscribed to the 
capitel stock by some of the best men of the 
State. 

Refreahbments were served at the close of the 
inaugural address. Oysters and other delicious 
eatables were plentiful, together with all kinds 
of choive drinks. 

It ia intended to erect another building ad- 
joining the present one.
